Remember.| I know not what better 
exordium a Preacher can make, er-from 
what foundationthe frame of his ſpeech 
can more happily ariſe then from this, 
which is the firſt ſtone in this pile, Re- 
member. It is the beſt charge the Prieſt 
can giue, and the firſt leſſon the People 
ſhould learne; elſe, like children, that 
read only by rote;they ſhall ſpend much 
timeand vnderſtandnothing. It is a taske 
canneuer be yrgedtoo often, Manda re- 
manda:nor caniteuer belearnedtoo per- 
fealy ; Nunquam ſatu dici, quia nunquam 
ſatu diſci poreft. An age is not enough 
for this precept, but when ſeuen yeeres 
arerun out, they may begin againe, and 
finiſh an apprentiſhip long as life , yer 
miſfe that freedome and perfeion they

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Since therefore much is to be learned, 
and eicher we wanttime, or capacity, or 
memory to comprehend ir, the right 
way to profit an Auditory, & not cloy, 
istolet them digeſt what they haue bin 
taught, and not heare new lcſſons be- 
fore the old are remembred. For. as' 
cativg much meate, and not keeping it, 
argues a better appetite then concoRi- 
on;ſo hearing much,and retaining none,
